Practical Tie-Up of the New 


York Central Road. 


TWELVE THOUSAND EMPLOYES OUT 


Th« Whole System Blockaded and I*B«- 


Bengers Z^ft to Shift for Themifelveft— 
The New York and Chicago Limited 
Train I/eft In a Tunnel—The First In- 
timation of the Trouble — The De- 
mands of the Strikers. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—Without a word 


of warning 12,000 Knights of Labor em- 
ployed on the New York Central railroad 
between New York and Buffalo went on 
strike at 7 o'clock Friday evening, and the 
key road of the Vandertrilt system was at 
a standstill. Trains were abandoned at 
whatever point of the road 
hml been 


reached at that momeut, danger signals 
flashed their ominous red lights over every 
mile of the 500 on the line, passengers 
were left to shift for themselves, freight 
was left to perish or itempt robbars and 
the great machinery of a vast railroad was 
left at the mercy of the elements, thieves, 
»nd ruffinns. There was one exception. 
The great trmy of strikers, strong in num- 
bers, bucked by the sympathy of thou- 
sands of their brethren, reliant on the pe- 
cuniary support of a monster organiza- 
tion, feared the strong arm and the wrath 
of the United Spates, government. 
The 


fast mail trains were allowed to run un- 
obstructed, manned by actual strikers. 


The Signal Given. 


The clogging of this great railroad in- 


volves 
the switchmen, primarily, 
the 


freight-handlers, 
trainmen, 
engineers, 


fin-men, and laborers. Twocipher words, 
'•Webster's Dictionary,'1 flashed over the 
wires at 0:50 p. m., and teu minutes after- 
ward the sy-tem was blockaded more 
tborouglr thiin if an enemy had taken it 
during an iutei natiouul war. 
When the 


word was given for the great strike the 
pride of the Central railrpad, "the New 
York and Chicago limited train" of vesti- 
buled 
p.irlor 
car-,, 
was 
thundering 


thiough the Kreut .-3,1X10,000 tunnel which 
extends 
from 
Niuetj eighth street to 


Fifty-M'venth street, almost to the en- 
trance oC the Grand Central depot. 
The 


red light of danger flashed. The train 
was. brought to a standstill. The engin- 
eer and fin-man dit-moi.nted from the cab 
and brakemeu leit their posts. 


Filhheiigers Forced to Walk. 


All the employes walked over the track 


to the depot, and the passengers, amazed 
at the sudden stop, were in a panic. Tho 
conductor of thu train had no intimation 
of the proposcil strike, and for a moment 
could not assure the passengers of their 
safety. He left the train and consulted 
with the engineer, who explained the sit- 
uation to him. The conductor then an 
nounced to the passengers the inability 
to this great corporation to move them 
the last eight blocks ot their journey after 
carrying them safely, promptly, and with 
luxurious surroundings nearly 1,000 miles.

Through the intricate mazes of a myriad 
of tracks and switches, lighted only by the 
glare of danger signals the passengers— 
men, women, and children—had to pick 
their way through ram and mud and all 
the danger and dirt of an immense rail- 
road yard to the depot. The road was 
cursed and the strikers damned by every 
passenger. 


A Labor I'roclimiatioii.

was given Friday afternoon, wlieti this

SITUATION AT ALBANY. 


Two TJngucccsatul Attempts 
to Move

ALBANY, N. Y., Aug. ».—From obser- 


vations at the almost controling station 
of the Central railroad lined, it is evident 
that the strike of the employes is goipg to 
be one of the most stubborn and formid- 
able of the history of the country.

Hardly had 
it gone twenty yurcl-, when the engineer 
was compelled to reverse Lis lever, the 
track being filled with a perfect horde of 
men who said not a word, but refused to 
move. When the train stopped the men 
boarded the engine, and in a few min- 
utes there was not a man visible, the 
engineer and fireman having joined the 
strikers.

Foster looked at the men 
a minute, and then said: "I shall not 
give any orders."
